What is claimed is: 

1 . (Original) A polymer in which a particle-type polymer with a reactive end- 
substituted group is linked to a cucurbituril derivative of Formula 1 below by a 
covalent bond: 




wherein n is an integer of 4 to 20, and each Ri is independently a substituted or 
unsubstituted alkenyloxy group of C 2 -C 2 o with an unsaturated bond end, a 
carboxyalkylsulfanyloxy group with a substituted or unsubstituted alkyl moiety of C 2 -C 2 o, 
a carboxyalkyloxy group with a substituted or unsubstituted alkyl moiety of C 2 -Cg, an 
aminoalkyloxy group with a substituted or unsubstituted alkyl moiety of CpCg, a 
hydroxyalkyloxy group with a substituted or unsubstituted alkyl moiety of CpCs, or an 
epoxyalkyloxy group with a substituted or unsubstituted alkyl moiety of C 2 -Cg. 

2. (Original) The polymer of claim 1, wherein the reactive end-substituted group is a 
halogen atom, a substituted or unsubstituted amino group, an epoxy group, a carboxyl 
group, a thiol group, an isocyanate group, or a thioisocyanate group. 

3 . (Currently amended) The polymer of claim 1 , wherein the particle-type polymer with 
the reactive end-substituted group is selected from the group consisting of a Merrifield 
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polyme r, a hydrophobic polyaromatic polymer, and an acrylic ester polymer or an XAD 

4. (Original) The polymer of claim 1, wherein the particle-type polymer has an 
average particle size of 5-300 urn. 

5. (Original) The polymer of claim 1, wherein the covalent bond is an ether bond, a 
sulfanyl bond, an amino bond, an ester bond, an amide bond, a thioamide bond, or a urea 
bond.

9. (Original) A polymer in which the cucurbituril derivative of Formula 1 of claim 1 is 
copolymerized with a monomer with a substituted or unsubstituted alkenyl group of C3- 

C20- 

10. (Currently amended) The polymer of claim 9, which is a compound of Formula 5 
below:
